3rd.—With regard to the presentment of the Grand Jury sug- 
gesting some changes in relation to the Court Room in order to 
make the same more comfortable. Your committee would recom- 
mend that the glass in the doors leading into the Court Room be 
frosted ; also that a screen or blind be placed on the glass archway 
over the south windows in the.Court Room, and that the two centre 
windows at the north end of the Court Room be swung on pivots so 
as to permit a free circulation of air through the room. Your com- 
mittee would also recommend that the wooden sills of all the win- 
dows in the Court House, be painted with three coats of good paint 
as they are at present being injured by the action of the weather. 
Also that springs and air stops be put on the front doors in the 
Court House. 


With regard to the recommendation of the Grand Jury that 
tramps confined in the gaol be given employment in the way of 
clearing the paths and walks around the County Buildings, and the 
sidewalks of the streets in the town adjacent to the County Build- 
ings; also in breaking stone in the gaol yard. Your committee 
would concur in this recommendation and would request the gaoler 
to see that the tramps be employed in the manner suggestcd, and 
that the chairman of your committee be instructed to purchase ten 
cords of stone to be delivered in the gaol yard for this purpose, the 
material when broken to be sold to the adjoining municipalities for 
use on their roads.

5th.—In regardto the communication from the Registrar asking 
for changes in the construction of the Registry Office, and a new 
system of heating appliances. Your Committee cannot at present 
recommend any change in the construction of the building, but with 
reference to the heating would recommend that your Chairman be 
authorized to procure plans with an estimate of the cost of the same 
for a new system of heating to be submitted to this Council at its 
December session. 
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6th.— Mr. James Forbes having asked for a sho:t vacation dur- 
ing the summer, your Committee would recommend that his request 
be granted; his vacation not to exceed three weeks, and that he be 
allowed the sum of $20.60 towards the expense of a substitute dur- , 
ing his absence from duty. 


7th.—Your Committee would recommend that their Chairman 
be authorized to procure plans and specifications for alterations to 
the kitchen of the gaoler’s residence with a view of raising the same 
two stories high and putting in bath-room and water closet, and con- 
necting the same with the sewer pipe leading from the gaol.

FIRST REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON MAN- 
AGEMENT OF HOUSE OF REFUGE. 


To the Warden and Members of the Council of the County of Oxford: 
GENTLEMEN, 


1st.—The number of inmates at present in the House is 52, 
Quite a number of those who spent the winter there were permitted 
to leave in the hope that they might earn a living for themselves., 
With the exception of two, all the inmates are probably of the class 
for whom such institutions are maintained. One of these is an old 
man named Dawson,who is infa state of senility, if not insane, and is 
quite unable to take any care of himself. The mauager and surgeon 
at the suggestion of your Committee made an attempt to have him 
committed to an asylum, but did not succeed. The other is an in- 
fant, who when two or three weeks old, was committed and brought 
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to the House by its mother and relatives with the request that the 
matter be kept quiet, so as not to injure their respectable reputation. 
We do not think any intention ever existed to run the House of 
Refuge as a baby farm, and would recommend that in future no 
such committments be made, or if made, that the manager be in-— 
structed not to receive them. 


2nd.— Your Committee in accordance with instructions received 
at the January session, beg to submit estimates for a building which 
we think contains the further accommodation required on the farm, 
viz:—room for swine, poultry, implements, and a shed for horses 
and vehicles; also for screens in corridors, and for an iron stairway, 
(similar to the fire escapes) on the north side of the hospital. We 
have also asked for an estimate for plumbing recommended in Re- 
port of Special Committee. 


3rd—We would recommend that the building be erected at 
once by the lowest responsible tenderer on a location that the coun- 
cil may agree upon after visiting the farm ; also that the wire 
screens be put in each corridor of the second storey of the House, 
and that the stairway be built as suggested, as at present all com- 
munication with the hospital for whatever purpose is through the: 
whole of the main building. 


4th.—We also recommend the putting in of a commodious 
refrigerator in the basement of main building, as the supply of meat. 
has to be taken in small quantities during warm weather, and comes. 
much higher than by the quarter. - ; 


dSth—The tenders for both meat and groceries are lower this 
year than last ; bread is the same. The hired help at present is a 
man for 6 mos. at $25.00 per month, boarding himself, and a woman 
at $8.00 per month, and board. The crops at present on the farm 
are wheat. 12 acres ; oats, 25 acres ; corn and roots, 13 acres ; and 
meadow, 20 acres. There is on hand about 15U bush. fall wheat, 
400 bush. oats and a large quantity of hay, all of which your com- 
mittee recommend should be at once disposed of. Considerable tile 
drain has been put in by the inmates under direction of the manager 
and the farm is steadily improving in value. 


6th.— After due consideration we cannot recommend the adop- 
tion of the suggestions of the special committee as to a system of 
baths, closets, etc., as in time there is little doubt a separate build. 
ing will be required as an hospital, and can be fitted up as such 
withcut interfering with the present building. 
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7th.—We estimate the following as required for running the , 
institution for the coming year :

True, we have had several cases 
of la grippe, together with many of the ailments comn:on to old age, 
yet withal, the mortality has been very low considering the ages 
and condition of inmates when admitted.

died January 2nd, 1895. Cause of death, pneumonia, preceded — 
with la grippe. 


Henry Reddy, aged 47, admitted February 2nd, 1895 ; died 
March 17th, 1895. Cause of death, tuberculosis. He was in a 
very low condition when admitted. a0 


John Hurst, aged 56, admitted January 25th, 1895, in a very 
helpless condition, suffering from inter-capsular fracture of femur 
and other ailments. Left “April Ist, 1895, restored to comparative 
health.;

I beg to submit another annual report on the rural and village 
schools of this County. 


During 1894 there were in operation 107 rural and 2 incorpor- 
ated village schools—109. 


In these schools 130 teachers were employed. 


Their aggregate salaries amounted to $49,909.55, the average 
salary being $383.92. 


The highest salary paid was $600. 


a Including the Village of Norwich in the Township of North 
Norwich, and Embro in West Zorra, as they are reported to the 
Education Department, the ee salary paid.in each was of 11 
municipalities,

1489 visits were made to the schools ; 222 by the inspector ; 
229 by the trustees ; 81 by the clergymen ; 957 by others. 





For current expenses during the present year a balance on 
hand is reported of $26,163 61. 


The total amount received by trustee boards for school main- 


tenance and new buildings was $96,753, an average per school of 
$887.64. | 
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The above statistics apply to 1894, 


During the current year I have thus far completed my first 
round of visits, and entered upon the second, 


I shall make a summer visit in June to the schoo!s seen in 
January last. This will relieve the pressure of work in the last 
half of the year, in which there are but four months for visiting, 
against six in the first half year. 


I feel convinced that the round of visits just finished has afford- 
ed me greater satisfaction than any previous circuit of inspection. 
The schools of the County as a whole were never before in such a 
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‘healthy condition as at present. Never were they so intelligently 
managed or so well taught as they are now. 


Several hundred new candidates will during the present month 
present themselves for the entrance examination ; an increasingly - 
large number for the public school leaving and commercial examina- 
tions, and several for the primary, or third class teachers’ examina- 
‘tion. 


A large army of the youth of the County are on the march 
intellectually, determined to prepare themselves by means of mental 
-culture and increased intelligence for the duties and responsibilities 
of future citizenship. 


Improvement in accommodation is still a feature of school 
work. Blenheim has erected another two-storey brick building, 
with several departments, site and building costing $6,000. In 
1893 a strong union school section was formed, comprising portions 
-of Blenheim and Burford, with Princeton in the centre. 


In Princeton, centrally situated, stands the new building. At 
the opening of the present year this new structure was occupied, 
two schools assembling in it. Drumbo and Princeton are now sup- 
plied with school edifices that would be a credit to any town or 
city. . 


The school itself at Drumbo is not behind in character the 
-house provided for it. It is in every sense an excellent school. 
The school at Princeton so newly organized has not had time to 
-establish its reputation, but its board and patrons reasonably expect 
that it too will prove itself a source of intellectual life and light.
